Would Deny 
Suburbanites Vote 
Against Annexation 


Two years ago the General 


Assembly corrected an injustice 
against citizens living just 
outside a city's boundary line. 


The preceding law permitted 


cities to annex adjacent property 
on the combined vote of city and 
suburban citizens—denying the 
right 
of the outnumbered 


suburbanites to have their votes 
counted separately. It amounted 
to disenfranchisement of the 
rural property owner. 


But Act 65 of 1969 changed all 


this. Act 65 required separate 
tallies on city and suburban 
votes—and 
city 
politicians 


promptly labeled No. 65 as "the 
city-killer bill." 


Nor did the city politicians rest 


until they began work on a 
repealer for No. 65. 


The repealer is H.B. 222, which 


would return us to the original 
system of counting only the 
combined vote on annexation— 
again disenfranchising the rural 
citizen. And taking a leaf from 
the 1969 Assembly debate the 
suburban folks labeled H.B. 222 
"the county-killer bill." 


H.B. 222 came out of the House 


Committee on City it County 
Affairs with a "Do Pass" 
recommendation Feb. 3, and now 
is on the Assembly calendar, 
with a House vote due almost any 
day. 


I suggest you urge Rep. Mack 


McLarty 
and 
any 
other 


legislators you are acquainted 
with to vote against H.B. 222. 


Not only is H.B. 222 basically 


unfair to the suburban property 
owner but it establishes a false 
and dangerous philosophy for 
cities—putting mere population 
ahead of a city's obligation to 
furnish adequate municipal 


'-public services. 


Hope isn't typical of most 


Arkansas' cities because it has 
the profits of the municipally- 
owned Water & Light Plant to 
lean on. But the average 
Arkansas city is virtually broke, 
with insufficient tax funds to 
take care of public service for 
citizens already under urban 
rule—let alone diluting present 
revenue by importing an ad- 
ditional obligation through an- 
nexation. 


Friends in the Little Rock area 


tell me that in the days before 
Act 65 of 1969—"the city-killer 
law"_the undermanned subur- 
ban community was able to 
prevail over the big town for the 
simple reason many Little 
Rockians voted against an- 
nexation because they felt the 
city 
already 
had 
more 


obligations than it had money to 
cover. 


Any way you look at it H.B. 222 


is strictly poison. Write your 
legislators at once to kill it.

A high Teamster official said to- 
day he and other leaders will 
try to dissuade union President 
James R. Hoffa if he discloses 
plans to seek re-election while 
still in prison. 


"I don't know what Jimmy's 


desires are, but if he decides tc 
run under those circumstances 
I will attempt to discourage 
him," said Teamster's Vice 
President Harold Gibbons of St. 
Louis. 


Gibbons said, "If he is out of 


prison there is no argument that 
he will be re-elected." 


Hoffa is serving an eight-year 


jury tampering sentence in the 
federal penitentiary at Lewls^ 
burg, Pa. 


Gibbons also disclosed in an 


interview that he and two other 
Teamsters vice presidents had 
refused to give acting union 
President Frank Fitzsimmons a 
commitment of support for the 
Teamsters presidency if Hoffa 
loses his bid for parole in 
March. 


Gibbons didn't name the other 


two but said "some of us object- 
ed on grounds it was prema- 
ture."

Getting Teenagers Fed 
Properly Is a Very 
Big Dietary Problem

NEW YORK (AP) — Life with 


two teen-agers in the house can 
have its problems. Right now 
they are largely dietary. 


My Teen-agers are a daugh- 


ter, Tracy, 17, and a cat, Lady 
Dottie, 13. 


Trying to get them properly 


fed has been a long misadven- 
ture in both human and feline 
nutrition. It is amazing how 
many of the world's thousands 
of kinds of food a teen-ager can 
find objectionable, whether the 
teen-ager is two-legged or four- 
pawed. 


All you have to do is tell ei- 


ther of them that any particular 
food is good for them, and you 
find that it is the one food in the 
universe they despise the most 
and can tolerate the least. 


So far as I can recall, my 


daughter subsisted largely on 
bacon and ice cream until she 
was 13. Since then she has tried 
every 
food 
fad 
that comes 


along. 


One week she has only grape- 


fruit washed down with cola. 
The second week it is pizza pie 
and cola. The third week it is 
salted peanuts or licorice candy 
and cola. 


I made the mistake early in 


her life of saying, "Tracy, if you 
don't eat more nourishing food, 
all your teeth will fall out on the 
floor on your 12th birthday." 


Well, early on the morning of 


June 24, 1965, an alarm clock 
still ringing in her hand, Tracy 
appeared in the doorway of the 
parental bedroom, fixed me 
with aii accusing gaze, and 


said: 


"You told me a great big fib. 


This is my 12th birthday, and 
see-not one of my teeth fell out 
on the floor. I'll never believe 
anything you tell me anymore." 


And I don't believe she has. 
Right now she is on a vegeta- 


rian kick, and our home echoes 
with the nerve-stirring sound of 
celery being crunched. The oth- 
er evening Tracy saw me chew- 
ing on a steak and said: 


"You 
are utterly revolting, 


Daddy. How can you sit there 
and eat something that used to 
be alive?" 


Frankly, I worry more about 


Lady Dottle's diet that I do 
about Tracy's, because Lady 
Dottie can't talk back. You al- 
ways fret more about a teen- 
ager who doesn't talk back, for 
you fear that it either has 
worms or is in love. 


Lady Dottie has been on an in- 


termittent hunger strike ever 
since I quit cutting up beef liver 
for her twice a day. I quit be- 
cause no man can hack up a 
beef liver twice daily and still 
make of his life one long glad 
song. 


I pick up a can of cat food and 


read aloud its contents, which 
claim that it contains more pro- 
teins and other goodies than a 
U.S. paratrooper gets. My cat is 
unimpressed. 


I guess it's back to the old 


beef liver chopping chore for 
Daddy. 


Between my cat and my 


daughter, I became so food-con- 
scious that I went on a weight- 
losing diet myself last week. So 
far I've only gained five pounds. 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Senate voted today to 
consider the administration's bill 
to repeal the state's fair trade 
liquor law as a special order of 
business Monday. 


The action came after the 


Senate debated for an hour and 
10 minutes on what procedures 
to follow for action on the bill. 


Sen. Guy H. "Mutt" Jones of 


Conway, an opponent of the bill, 
stymied Senate action today by 
keeping the bill in his posses- 
sion. Jones said he checked the 
bill out because he wanted to 
amend it. 


During the wrangling, Sen. 


Bill H. Walmsley of Batesville 
withdrew as sponsor of the 
measure and Sen. Ben Allen of 
Little Rock replaced him. 


The Senate may be no better 


off Monday, however, than it 
was today when attempts were 
made to consider the bill. Con- 
sideration could be deplayed 
then if Jones has not returned 
the bill and if the Senate de- 
clines to require him to hand 
the bill over. 


Jones said that he anticipates 


he will have an amendment pre- 
pared and will be able to turn 
the bill in in time for considera- 
tion Monday. 


The bill, HB83, would repeal 


the state law providing for a 
guaranteed markup on the price 
of liquor at both the wholesale 
and retail levels. 


Under Senate rules, any com- 


mittee chairman is entitled to 
check out a bill, but the Senate 
may compel a chairman to re- 
turn the bill. The Senate clearly 
did not want to issue a direc- 
tive to Jones and the comprom- 
ise was reached to put the 
measure off until Monday.

Carbonara was rushed by hel-

face gaunt and drawn, said he 
didn't think he slept during the 
whole ordeal.

pensing of hearing aids to de- 
liver to each purchaser a bill 
of sale containing his signature, 
business address, license num- 
ber and a description of the 
hearing aid. 


The charge arose out of the 


alleged sale of a $639.50 hearing 
aid to Mrs. Annie Bigelow, 85, 
of near Magnolia. Kinard said 
the complaint was made by Mrs. 
Bigelow, her son and Dr. Reu- 
ben Setliff of El Dorado, an ear 
specialist. 


Setlitt, who was appointed last 


month to the Board of Hearing 
Aid Dispensers, said at El Do- 
rado that the case was another 
example of the negligence" and 
ineffectiveness of the board. 


"The least 
that we (the 


board) could do, it seems to me, 
is to outlaw the temporary li- 
censing of hearing aid sales- 
men," Setliff said. He said that 
anyone with a high school edu- 
cation can acquire a temporary 
permit if he is sponsored by a 
licensed hearing aid salesman 
for six months.

Lovre, who served in the 


House until 1956, said, "The rea- 
son I did this is we came down 
to Congress together. He's a 
friend. I was going to raise 
some money for him. 


"He didn't know a damn thing

Ford said, "He asked me one 


time last spring, could he help 
in any way? I said if you want, 
to do it on your own."

1970 Daytona 500 in only his sec- 
ond try, broke around the ven- 
erable Foyt with 300 yards to 
go and beat the Texan to the 
wire by inches in the first race. 


Pearson, by contrast, had to 


hold off a charging Buddy Bak- 
er to take a car-length victory 
in the second race, giving a 
crowd of 30,000 two of the clos- 
est finishes yet at Daytona In- 
ternational Speedway. 


The two races not only pro- 


vided 38 starters for Sunday's 
classic but indicated that at 
least 20 cars will be able to run 
with the leaders. 


Hamilton's average speed for 


the first heat was 175.029 m.p.h. 
Pearson averaged 168.727 m.p.h. 
despite a yellow light that slow- 
ed the pace for three laps. 


Neither speed was close to the 


125-mile record of 183.295 set by 
Cale Yarborough last year. The 
1971 cars, however, have been 
hobbled by carburetor restrict- 
or plates that cut their speed 
drastically. 


Foyt and Isaac won Sunday's 


front row starting positions by 
turning the fastest laps in time 
trials last Saturday. 
Foyt, 


driving a Mercury, got the pole 
with a speed of 182.744 m.p.h. 
Isaac's Dodge posted 180.050. 


The first 14 finishers behind 


the winner of Thursday's heats 
were guaranteed starting spots 
in the 40-car field behind the 
front row of Foyt and Isaac. The 
other 10 spots were reserved for 
drivers who turned top qualify- 
ing speeds but finished low in 
the heat events. 


Foyt, Hamilton and all-time 


stock car great Richard Petty 
treated the sun-splashed crowd 
to a three-car duel in the first 
race. 


By slip-streaming each other, 


they never were more than four 
car lengths apart except when 
stopping for fuel. And it was this 
slip-streaming, 
or 
drafting, 


technique that cost Foyt the 
victory. 


Hamilton was running in third 


behind Foyt and Petty with two 
circuits of the 2.5 mile trioval to 
go. But the bridegroom of two 
weeks broke Petty's draft going 
into the long back stretch and 
moved in behind Foyt. 


Then as the three cars roar- 


ed into the fourth turn to com- 
plete the final lap, Hamilton 
whipped out from behind the 
three-time Indianapolis winner 
and beat him to the wire in al- 
most a dead heat. 


Seven other cars, including 


those of Petty, Lee Roy Yar- 
brough, Fred Lorenzen and Don- 
nie Allison came home in a 
group several seconds back. 


Pearson, three-time winner of 


the Grand National driving 
title, held off the strapping Ba- 
ker and unhecalded Dick Brooks 
in a finish that was scarcely less 
spectacular than the first one. 


Baker made his bid at about 


the same spot on the trioval 
where Hamilton took Foyt, but 
the same "slight-shot" maneu- 
ver didn't work for Baker, son 
of driving great Buck Baker. 
Brooks trailed the two front run- 
ners across by about 50 feet.

"Most pros can reach the 


par-five greens with two woods 
if the wind isn't beating you 
back," he said.

"I'nsaturated Kal Has Less 
Hydrogen." was of great in- 
terest to us. We checked 24 
brands at the supermarket 
and ALL were p a r t i a l l y 
hydrogenated. .Just where do 
we 
f i n d 
polyunsaturated 


margarine? I am sure many 
of your readers would like 
your further help in solving 
this problem. 


Dear R e a d e r—The best 


you can do is select a mar- 
garine with the least amount 
of saturated fat. Since foods 
are p o o r l y labeled, it is 
somewhat of a g u e s s i n g 
game. The margarines con- 
taining the most unsaturated 
fat and therefore the most 
desirable are made of corn 
oil or saf'flower oil. Other 
oils are not as desirable. The 
ones with the least amount 
of hydrogen added are the 
softest at the same tempera- 
ture. They are u s u a l l y 
packed in a small tub as 
opposed to the traditional 
quarter-pound cubes. If foods 
were clearly labeled, this 
p r o b l e m could be solved 
more accurately. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I read an 


article that said lecithin was 
an absolute must for every- 
one as a nerve tonic. Do you 
recommend taking lecithin 
and if so how can a person 
get it. 


Dear R c a d e r—There is 


very little factual informa- 
tion on lecithin. The word 
comes from Greek meaning 
egg yolk and the substance 
is found in egg yolk and 
brain. It is a form of unsatu- 
rated fat. Large amounts of 
either egg yolk or brain are 
not desirable if one wants to 
limit his intake of choles- 
terol. 


There is no evidence that 


lecithin must be added to a 
n o r m a l diet nor that it 
causes any ill effects if taken 
in reasonable amounts. My 
advice is to forget about it 
and eat a reasonable diet. 
That will be a lot b e t t e r 
nerve tonic than any lecithin 
pills.

I didn't relate 
to Sharon Tate like anything ex- 
cept a store mannequin, and she 
sounded like an IBM machine." 


Victim Jay Sebring, she said, 


"looked to me like a Samurai 
warrior." She said she and oth- 
er members of Charles Man- 
son's hippie-style clan who went 
on the killing mission were 
"stoned" on LSD. 


The tall, slender brunette, 


clad in a black pants suit and 
pink crepe blouse, spoke in a 
Southern drawl and at times 
lapsed into a dreamy whisper. 


She talked eagerly about de- 


tails of the killings of Miss Tate 
and six others and an earlier 
slaying of a Malibu musician. 


"Why 
were these seven mur- 


ders committed?" she was 
asked by Deputy Dist. Atty. Vin- 
cent Bugliosi. 


"It seemed like a good idea at 


the time. It happened. And it 
still seems right . . . It would 
have worked," she added, "It 
would have worked if I hadn't 
talked." 


She said she regretted telling 


her story to two jail cellmates, 
a slip which led police to the 
killers. 


The prosecutor asked why she 


didn't tell other members of the 
communal family about the kill- 
ings. 


"It's no big thing," she said. 
"Seven bodies are no big 


thing?" 


"Are they? Are a million peo- 


ple all over this world dead be- 
cause you dropped napalm on 
them a big thing?

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee's plans for broad hear- 
ings on ways to end the Indochi- 
na war are being delayed by re- 
luctance of Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers and Secre- 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
to testify in public. 


"Neither of the secretaries 


has evidenced any desire to ap- 
pear in open session," commit- 
tee Chairman J.W. Fulbright, 
D-Ark., said in an interview. 


"I don't think anything is 


going to happen very soon," he 
said, 
citing 
this 
weekend's 


congressional recess and a de- 
lay in completion of his panel's 
organizational work. 


Another possible reason for 


the delay: a desire to see how 
South Vietnamese operations in 
Laos turn out. 


Fulbright said he expects the 


committee to proceed with a 
proposal, by Sen. Jacob K. Jav- 
its, R-N.Y., to set up its own in- 
formation-gathering 
operation 


so it won't have to rely so much 
on the executive branch. 


"We find it increasingly diffi- 


cult to get the information from 
them," the chairman said. 


He added 
that 
committee 


members, including 
himself, 


have received a barrage of op- 
timistic briefings this week on 
how well the Laotian operation 
is proceeding. 


"It makes you wonder why 


they didn't do it four years 
ago," the Arkansas Democrat 
said.

said news reports that U.S. 
ground troops are participating 
in the Vietnamese invasion of 
l^aos despite Nixon administra- 
tion assurances make it impera- 
tive Congress retrieve its war 
powers from the President.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — The men of the Irish 
Republican Army are fighting 
among themselves as well as 
waging war on British troops in 
Northern Ireland. 


The past week's violence, 


which took 11 lives, was spear- 
headed by the IRA's "Provision- 
al" wing, nationalists and Cath- 
olics dedicated to ending the 
Protestant-dominated 
prov- 


ince's union with Britain. 


Their methods and organiza- 


tion are derided by leaders of 
the "Official" IRA, the Dublin- 
based revolutionaries who claim 
they still control the bulk of the 
underground 
movement. The 


provisional dispute this claim. 


The intra-IRA war is fought 


With bullets as well as words. A 
squad of Scotland Yard detec- 
tives is at work in Belfast inves- 
tigating a series of murders 
which show most of the hall- 
marks of IRA executions. 


The Officials 
blame 
these 


murders on the Provisional 
and are highly critical of the 
way they are carried out. 


One man killed last month left 


his home at 7:30 a.m. and was 
found with a bullet through his 
head 25 minutes later. "This is 
not the way the true IRA does 
things," said an officer of offi- 
cials. "No man is ever sen- 
tenced to death by our organiza- 
tion without a trial. 


"That sentence must then be 


confirmed at a meeting of the 
army council, just like a court- 
martial sentence in any other 
army, and the man must be giv- 
en the services of a priest be- 
fore the sentence is carried out. 
You can't do all that in 25 min- 
utes." 


The split in the IRA stems 


partly from political and partly 
from personal reasons. 


The political wing of the 


movement, known as Sinn Fein, 
of Ourselves Alone, divided a 
year ago, and Ireland now has 
two Sinn Fein parties, each 
claiming to be the true keeper 
of the flame. 


The Provisional charge that 


the Officials have been infiltrat- 
ed by leftist extremists who 
want to turn Ireland into anoth- 
er Cuba. They also charge that 
the IRA leadership allowed the 
organization to wither to the 
point where Roman Catholic 
areas of Northern Ireland were 
defenseless against Protestant 
attack in the near-civil war of 
August 1969. 


Both sides claim that they are 


not aggressors and that they act 
only to protect Catholics from 
Protestants and British troops. 


Both factions want the British 


Army out of Northern Ireland 
and an end to partition. The Of- 
ficials, however, believe the 
movement is not yet ready for 
full-scale confrontation with the 
British. The Provisionals seem 
ready 
for guerrilla 
warfare 


now. 


"We don't believe in taking on 


the British at this time," the Of- 
ficial leader said in an inter- 
view. 


"Before 
that happens, we 


have to get the whole population 
on our side, Protestant as well 
as Catholic. It is true we are So- 
cialists, but we've no real links 
with international communism. 
We've no Russian money and no 
Russian guns." 


He charged that the Provi- 


sionals lack discipline and have 
recruited mobsters, who he said 
would never be allowed in the 
original IRA. 


Both factions expect their 


leaders to be arrested at any 
time. One said the arrest of 50 
men would extract the hard- 
core leadership of both wings. 


"The only thing holding the 


government back," he said, "is 
that they believe internment 
would set off an explosion on the 
streets. 


"And 
they are 
right. 
It 


would."

SAIGON (AP) - Lon Nol, 


Cambodia's ailing premier, has 
suffered a relapse and will be 
flown to the U.S. Army's Tripler 
Hospital in Honolulu this week- 
end, reliable sources said to- 
night. 


The sources said he would be 


flown from Phnom Penh Satur- 
day or Sunday, presumably by a 
U.S. 
military plane, for treat- 


ment of a stroke that left him 
partly paralyzed. 


Earlier reports from Phnom 


Penh had said that Lon Nol 
would be flown to Washington 
and enter Walter Reed Hospital. 
The Saigon sources said this 
was incorrect. 


The sources here said Lon Nol 


was stricken earlier this week, 
rallied and received visitors, 
but later suffered a relapse. 


Lon Nol turned over his pow- 


ers today to Deputy Premier Si- 
sowatch Sirik Matak. Lt. Col. 
Am Rong, the Cambodian mili- 
tary command spokesman, said 
in Phnom Penh he saw the pre- 
mier Thursday night. 


"He is not entirely paralyzed 


and yesterday he was able to 
begin to move again," Am Rong 
said. 


In the order of the day turning 


over his powers to Sirik Matak, 
the premier exhorted the Cam- 
bodian fighting forces to contin- 
ue to serve the country "with 
the same ardor as if you were 
under my direct command." 


Am Rong said Lon Nol had 


been advising Sirik Matak on of- 
ficial matters and had talked 
also to a large number of civil- 
ians and army officers who vis- 
ited him. The spokesman said 
the premier's doctors 
were 


predicting complete 
recovery 


within one or two months.
